SUMMARY PROJECT DESCRIPTION: The applicant requests a Conditional Use Permmit, Design Review Permit, and
a Tentative Subdivision Map for a +8.40-acre commercial center. The project would include six (6) freestanding
commercial buildings ranging between 950 and 13,200 square feet in size; two (2) of the commercial buildings are
proposed with a drive-through user (i.e., a Chick-fil-A and Dutch Brothers), the remaining building tenants are unknown
at this time. A Conditional Use Pemit for the two (2) drive-through food pad users is proposed since the property is
contiguous to residential zoned properties. The Design Review Permit would establish the design and colors of both
the Chick-fil-A (Lot 2) and Dutch Brothers (Lot 4) buildings. The Tentative Subdivision Map as proposed would create
a total of six (6) parcels.
